Members of the Congregation 
al Church were given a surprise 
last Sunday morning when the 
pastor. Rev. C. C. Wilson, read 
Horn Uie pulpit a statement 
ironi Superintendent Essick ano 
ihe executive committee of the 
Minday School. It was the an¬ 
nouncement ot an experiment in 
drafting workers. 

VV’itli many years of e.xperi- 
ence at the head of large Sun¬ 
day Schools, Mr. Essick is thor¬ 
oughly familiar with the needs 
of an ellicient .school. The pre¬ 
vailing comment after the ser¬ 
vice was to the effect that he 
was putting over a winning play, 
especially as this is to be only 
the beginning. 

'I'he statement was as follows: 

The Church scnool is the lirst 
line both of olfense and defense 
of the church, ihe cause for 
which we strive advances or re¬ 
treats as the etiiciency and 
strength of the first line, the 
Church Sdiool varies. Any neg¬ 
lect of this lirst line by the 
cliurcli is bound to affect di.s- 
asterously the cause of Christ, 
riie Banner of the Cross must 
bo kept flying on this first line, 
suiiported and upheld hy the 
best brains and energy of the 
cliurcli. 

The volunteer system in Si¬ 
erra madre has failed. The 
Church School is badly crippled 
for lack of ellicient support iiy 
tlie church and the officers ol 
the school are compelled to see 
the work lagging, the intere.st 
waning, and the cause of Christ 
suffering. 

At a meeting of the executive 
of the School I’ecently, it was de¬ 
cided to abandon the volunteer 
system and to resort to the 
draft. The following members 
of the church and congregation 
have been drafted and will re¬ 
port for service next Sunday 
morning at 9:30 A. M., to the 
Superintendent, by whom the 
duties will he assigned.

: OF MEN BEGIN 
NEXT MONDAY 

! Of the lirst twenty-five men 
j who presented themselves at the 
j headquartei's of the sixth dis- 
! trict exemption board at Alham- 
I bra City Hall after the opening 
' of the iieadquarters on Thurs- 
jday, twenty-four wanted to 
know the proper manner of mak¬ 
ing exemption claims. It is not 
exiHicted, however, that propor¬ 
tion will hold out throughout the 
list. 

None of the men from this 
district w'ill be called before 
Monday. Most of the Sierra 
Madre men have been called for 
Tuesday or later. 

Must Go to Alhambra 

It has been determined by the 
exemiition board that because 
there are nearly a hundred dif¬ 
ferent blank forms of various ex¬ 
emption claims, applicants must 
present themselves at the head- 
ijuarters of the board when ask¬ 
ing for their blanks. 

Each applicant will be re¬ 
quired to take his physical ex¬ 
amination first. If he fails in 
that, of course, he need not wor¬ 
ry about exemption claims. If 
lie passes the surgeon, however, 
he must file his claim for ex¬ 
emption at once, and within ten 
days deposit with the boai’d his 
allidavits with reasons for ex¬ 
emptions claimed. Registrants 
are advised to make their claims 
as soon as possible, however, and 
not to wait for the passing of 
the full ten days. 

First Sitting Monday 

The local exemption board will 
commence its sittings next Mon¬ 
day, when the first consignment 
of men will be e.xamined. The 
board has four rooms, one for 
examination, one as a waiting 
room and two for the medical 
ollicers. 

Several Sierra Madre draft 
candidates received their notices 
yesterday evening, others this 
morning. Tliore were over three 
hundred notices mailed calling 
men to appear Monday, Tuesday 
or Wednesday. The board con¬ 
siders the mailing of notices the 
same as their receipt by the reg- 
istererd men, and will not con¬ 
sider itself responsible for the 
delivery. 

BACK FIRING ONLY 

AN EXTREME REMEDY 

A common way of fighting a 
fii't; on a national forest is thru 
the practice of setting back fires, 
according to forest officers. A 
back-fire is a controlled fire set 
in front of an uncontrolled fire 
for the purpose of removing fuel 
from the path of the latter. The 
lire is kept from spreading by 
fire liiiis—paths scrapped bare 
to the mineral soil. Back-firing 
is an effective method of fire 
fighting. Forest officers, how¬ 
ever, hesitate to use it except as 
a last resort, since it is danger¬ 
ous except in skilled hands. 
There is always a danger that 
it will get away from control and 
increase the size of the oi'iginal 
conflagration. Only the most 
experienced men of a fire fight¬ 
ing crew' are permitted to set 
back fires, and in order to obvi¬ 
ate the need of setting them, 
control lines are constructed as 
near to the edges of the original 
fire as thg heat will permit. A 
back fire is seldom set down hill, 
as there is a danger that it will 
consume only a part of the in¬ 
flammable material on its de¬ 
scent. and at a turn of tlie wind 
or temperature sweep back up 
the hill again through the re¬ 
mainder of the material and 
across the control lines.

Beginning with the Legislature of 1913, the State Gov¬ 
ernment of California has been conducted upon a modern 
budget system. Probably no State in the Union is so far 
advanced along such lines. Nevertheless, the system has 
no legal standing, having been instituted and maintained by 
the Board of Control of the State Controller John S. Cham¬ 
bers. It has i)roved of vei y great value in holding down ex¬ 
penditures and in segregating the cost of State Government 
so that an intelligent conception could be had as to the needs 
of the government and the purposes of the payments. No 
government of any magnitude can be efficiently maintained 
without a budget system. 

On June 39 of this yeai' the state treasury held a sui- 
plus of approximately !^8,0()0,000, and this, as Chambers 
points out, was largely due, if not entii'ely so, to the budget. 
While the controller oppo.ses such a vast siuplus on the 
ground that it repre.sents unjustifiable taxation and money 
taken fiom the regular avenues of ti'ade, he points out that 
the lai ge revenue comes foi'in the stateks peculiar system of 
taxation over which the fiscal officials have no iwwer and so 
tlicy cannot be held responsible for excessive revenue. But 
Ixjcause of theii’ efforts in arriving at an intelligent con¬ 
ception of the needs of government tlirough the budget sys¬ 
tem, they conserved the revenue and thus brought about a 
sur))lus, which otherwi.se, in all probablity, would have been 
dissipated upon moi'e or less unimportant pi ojects. 

A constitutional amendment will be submitted to the 
people at the next genei'al election to include the budget as' 
a part of the state constitution, the board to be comiK)sed of 
three members of the Board of Control, the State Controllei' 
and the Lieutenant Governor. Chambers expresses the 
earnest hope that because of the good that has followed the 
California budget, without legal existence as it stands, the 
people will vote ovei'-whelmingly in favor of this amend¬ 
ment.

LAND AND PRODUCTION 

The Public:—A growing number of bills introduced in 
the United States Senate shows that Senators are beginning 
to realize that there is a land question. Senatoi- Botah 
would stimulate production through the taking of immediate 
measures for reclamation of arid lands. Senator Phelan 
would accomplish the same puritose through leasing of lands 
withheld from private entry. There is good in both m m- 
sures, and both Senators should take note of the fact H at 
two years ago the Deiiai’tment of Ltibor recon niended legi.s- 
lation to accomplish the same refoiins that they would in¬ 
troduce with additional piovisions needed to .secure the best 
results. The Department’s recommendations weio em¬ 
bodied in a bill introduced by Congre.ssrmin Crossoi- and 
known as the Cros.ser Colonization bill, but it never ('merged 
from the committee stage. However, the Senators .should 
al.so take into consideration that it is not through use of 
ai icl and withheld public lands that production may best lie 
stimulated. Production is mainly restricted tlirough the 
withholding from u.se of privately owned lands, which do not 
need to be reclaimed to make them uvailalile. It is 
fui ther restricted through taxes levied on industry and 
enterprise. The substitution of land value tr.xes for taxes 
on labor and its products is the reform most needed.

SIX RULES FOR PREVENTING FIRES IN THE MTS. 

1. .Matches—Bo sure your match is out before you throw it 
tiway. Matclies whose heads glow after the llanie is out 
are dangerous. 

2. Tobacco—Tlirow pipe ashes, and cigar or cigarette stum]fs 
in the dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the lire 
before leaving litem. Don’t throw them into brush, 
leaves or needKTs. 

.1. Making Camp—Build a small camp fire. Build it in tlie 
open, not agtiinsl a tree or log, nor within tifte'jn feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away tlie trash from idl around 
it. 

4. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp tire, even fitr a short 
time, without quenching it with wjiter and then covering 
it with earth. 

5. Bontires—Bonfires are not permitted on the Angelus 
National Forest. 

6. Fighting Fires—If you find a fire, try to put it out. If 
you can’t, get word to the nearest U. S. Forest Ranger 
or State Fire Warden at once. Keep in touch with the 
rangers.
